‘The result is going to be that 
first-class mail will be giv en p refer­ 
ence, and that second and third- 
class matter will simp ly accumu­ 
late to an enormous amount, and 
when it will be work ed out is a 
hard thing to state. It all dep ends, 
of course, how long the p ost office 
will be without the p rop er help . 
The p ublic must ex p ect p oor serv ­ 
ice along this 
line 
until 
relief 
comes, but the v ery best serv ice 
p ossible will be giv en under the 
p resent condition. 
‘At the p resent time v ery few 
of our carriers are able to mak e 
one comp lete deliv ery a day , and 
naturally 
they are not reaching 
their p atrons as soon as before. It 
can’t be help ed. Also, cutting out 
ov ertime of the clerk s will to some 
ex tent mak e conditions worse than 
they are now for the carriers. We 
hav e to hav e clerk s to throw the 
mail to the carriers, and bo it hurts 
at both ends of the line. 
Ov ertime Not Pop ular. 
"For that matter, neither carriers 
nor clerk s are anx ious for ov er­ 
time, and if this office were allowed 
the new p ermanent help it has re­ 
quested, 
the 
ov ertime 
question 
would v irtually cut no figure. But 
with no additional p ermanent help , 
we hav e got to work clerk s and 
carriers crv ertime. 
"This office some months ago re­ 
quested 
two 
additional 
regular 
clerk s and three regular carriers. 
From p resent indications there is 
not much relief along that line ex ­ 
p ected until after the beginning of 
the new fiscal y ear. 
"The national budget bureau ap ­ 
p ears to be causing all this trou­ 
ble, for the p ost office dep artment 
desires to giv e real serv ice at all 
times. 
They may be able to giv e 
serv ice at some sleep y p laces in 
the East, but in a growing com­ 
munity such as we hav e, ife* can’t 
be done under p resent conditions. 
This office alone shows Its growth, 
and turns 
in 
a 
surp lus 
ev ery 
month to the p ost office 
dep art­ 
ment. 
For January we made a 23 
p er cent gain ov er the p rev ious 
January , and February showed a 
gain of 21 8-10 p er cent ov er Febru­ 
ary , 1922.”

demand for lemons. 
The demand 
has k ep t ship ments going forward 
as fast as the fruit could be jfre* 
p ared for mark et, leav ing only a 
small amo unt of fruit In storage in 
Califonia. 
“Pick ings are not, as y et, back 
to normal for the time of y ear, but 
the crop now on the trees for sum­ 
mer and early fall p ick s is heav ­ 
ier than uual. This will giv e us a 
good sup p ly of freshly p ick ed fruit 
for ship ment at a time when the 
demand should be at its best, and 
normal weather conditions in the 
East during the summer should 
giv e us a good mark et, as the sup ­ 
p ly of California lemons to mov e 
for the rest of the y ear ie some- 
p rev ious y ear, and that materialwhat below a normal crop .”

In spite o f the fact that the enemies o f City Man­ 
ag er g o v ernment are co ntinually making statements 
that “ much o f the ag itatio n fo r this new fo rm o f 
g o v ernment is pro pag anda by a certain class o f so ­ 
called ex perts fo r the creatio n o f lucrativ e po sitio ns 
and that “ the plan is undemo cratic because it places 
the co ntro l o f all municipal functio ns in the hands 
o f o ne man who is no t directly respo nsible to the 
peo ple,” the mo v ement is g ro wing by leaps and 
bo unds. 
If the fallacies o f these arg uments are no t seen 
by the thinking peo ple there is so me o ther reaso n why 
the Co uncil-Man ag er Plan o f Municipal Go v ernment 
has been ado pted in 4 5 o f the 6 6 cities where elec­ 
tio ns hav e been held, in which it has been pro po sed 
during the perio d fro m J uly , 1921, until September, 
19 22.

The number o f City Manag er cities has do ubled in 
the last three y ears. 
The pro g ress o f the mo v ement 
in Canada and numero us fo reig n co untries is fast 
g iv ing ev idence o f the so undness o f the new theo ry . 
In the United States the plan is no lo ng er co nsidered 
a theo ry , fo r co nv incing facts hav e been co mpiled 
in the eig ht editio ns o f the City Manag ers’ Asso cia­ 
tio n Yearbo o ks, which pro v e co nclusiv ely the so und­ 
ness o f the plan in o peratio n. 


THE VETERANS BUREAU 


One o f the last acts o f the senate was to prepare 
the way fo r an inv estig atio n o f the Veterans’ bureau 
during the co ng ressio nal interim. 
Natio nal Co mmander Co o k o f the Disabled Vetei- 
ans’ asso ciatio n say s that no t o nly do es the bureau 
need inv estig atio n but that a natio nal surv ey o f the 
scho o ls fo r 
v eteran 
rehabilitatio n is needed also . 
So me o f these are o perated efficiently . 
Many are 
no t. The co mmander feels that o nly a direct inv esti­ 
g atio n can unco v er mistakes “ which inv o lv e the mis­ 
placement o f tho usands o f v eterans upo n who m many 
millio ns o f public funds hav e been ex pended in the 
last fo ur y ears.” 
It is the ho nest intentio n o f this natio n that the 
war v eterans, particularly the disabled, shall hav e 
the care and training to which their sacrifices entity 
them. 
Great sums hav e been v o ted g enero usly fo r 
this purpo se. 
The tax pay er carries his share o f this 
burden cheerfully . 
If, thro ug h inco mpetency o r fo r 
any o ther reaso n, these funds hav e been misapplied 
and wo rk which sho uld mo v e smo o thly is being man­ 
ag ed badly , the reaso ns sho uld be laid bare, no mat­ 
ter who m they h it 
But it is no t a pleasant tho ug ht 
that after all the ex penditure o f time and mo ney in­ 
v estig atio n is still necessary . 


including wireless. 
A new department, that o f Edu­ 
catio n and Welfare wo uld be established, with sub­ 
div isio ns fo r educatio n, health, so cial serv ice and 
v eteran relief. 
There are numero us o ther chang es pro po sed, mo st­ 
ly effecting a mo re lo g ical g ro uping o f bureaus and 
div isio ns under departments to which they belo ng . 
The plan already has o ppo nents as well as suppo rters. 
Public o pinio n has no t as y et been much so ug ht o r 
clearly ex pressed. 
So ber study o f the plan and mo re 
publicity fo r it sho uld help to cry stallize public o pin­ 
io n in time to make pro mpt actio n po ssible when the 
new Co ng ress meets nex t winter.

Gaining Youth By Magic 
San Diego Union. 
Another scientist—as usual, a man of great repute 
and a dweller in a far cjuntry —has come forward 
with newspaper proposals for the renewal of youth 
by medical means. 
This man, a Dr. Voronoff of 
Paris, say s that rejuvenation can be attained by 
the transfusion of healthy blood into the veins of 
the aged. 
It’s an old story , isn’t it, this effort to reverse the 
hour-glass by a “scientific” short-cut? 
It was old 
when Ponce de Leon sailed in quest of the my stic 
fountains of eternal youth. 
It Is millions of y ears 
old—nearly as old as age Itself. 
But the quest of youth by magical means Is not 
any older than are the remedies provided by nature 
against the ravages of age. The old men of ancient 
times were not weaklings, and the respect which has 
become a traditional attitude toward age is prob­ 
ably as much due to the strength of those old men 
of olden times as it is to any pity for their weak­ 
ness. 
Those old men were kept “y oung” by clean living, 
active exercise, alert thinking and the daily struggle 
with elements of a civilization that was still new 
and incomplete and Imperfect. They didn’t “retire” 
—because they couldn’t. 
Their bodies were kept 
active up to the very limit of usefulness. 
When 
their bodies no longer responded to the requirements 
of war and the chase, the burden of tribal counsel 
and deliberation fell to their lot—and they were 
still forced to keep In touch with life and action. 
Now so much of our living is done for us. 
Ma­ 
chines do our walking and our talking, and machines 
collect and prepare our food. Every encouragement 
that ages of invention could devise is offered to 
permit our muscles to become flabby. 
Every kind 
of specialized service is at our command—to permit 
our brains to relax and to relieve us from thinking. 
And the poor old gentlemen whose brains are as 
old and feeble as their bodies are the ones who pay 
big Bums for bird-blood injections and other patent- 
medicine bottles of the fountain of youth. 
It is still true that'folks who really live don’t grow 
“old” until they are ready to. 
And when old age 
actually does come to those who have used life 
rightly, it does not come in any ugly form—a thing 
to be feared or to be bought off with offerings of 
bird-blood or goat glands or commercialized magic.

BACK TO CANDLES? 


“ Electricity is blinding mankind.” 
If mo dern man 
wishes to preserv e his ey esig ht he must take a lo ng 
step backward, sto p using electric lig hts and return 
to the use o f candles. 
This is the statement o f an 
Eng lish scientist. 
Fifty per cent o f men, he say s, wear spectacles, 2 0 
per cent o f wo men and many children. 
The prin­ 
cipal reaso n fo r this co nditio n acco rding to the scien­ 
tist is that the ey es o f man fo r many g eneratio ns 
hav e been accusto med o nly to the so ft lig ht o f the 
o pen fire o r the candle’s g leam and are no t fitted 
to withstand the brilliancy o f electric lig ht. 
There is so mething to be said fo r this theo ry . Lo ng 
ex po sure o f the ey es to g laring lig ht is try ing and 
undo ubtedly fo sters v isual tro ubles. 
It is true also 
that because o f better lig hting facilities peo ple use 
their ey es fo r mo re ho urs o ut o f the 2 4 and weary 
them pro po rtio nately . 
On the o ther hand the effo rt 
to use the ey es in a po o r lig ht, particularly fo r clo se 
wo rk, is swiftly pro ductiv e o f bad v isio n. 
The so lutio n hardly lies in a return to candles. 
It 
•lies rather in a wise so ftening o f the electric g lare 
and in a mo re sane o bserv ance o f ho urs o f rest fro m 
bo th lig ht and ey e-strain. 
Mo re than all it lies in 
a careful o bserv ance o f pro per placing fo r all lig hting 
fix tures with relatio n to the wo rk in hand.

at the institutio ns. 
Many o f the building s, it was fo und, were co n­ 
structed nearly six ty y ears ag o and o ne dated back nearly a cen­ 
tury . 
The g o v erno r called fo r an immediate appro priatio n o f o ne 
and o ne-half millio n do llars fo r the installing o f fire-fig hting ap­ 
paratus. 
The New Yo rk case is a ty pical instance o f the way pro g ress 
co mes in remo v ing co nditio ns that endang er human life. 
Only a 
catastro phe, it appears, o r a series o f fatal accidents can bring the 
necessary awakening o r actio n. 
Sco res o r hundreds o f perso ns lo se 
their liv es befo re an impro v ed traffic co de is put into o peratio n; 
destructio n o f human life precedes the erectio n o f safe theaters o r 
o thfcr building s where peo ple co ng reg ate. 
This is pay ing a big price fo r. pro g ress and safety . 
It o ug ht 
to be asked whether pro g ress must co me this way . 
Surely , so me­ 
bo dy knew the hazards o f the New Yo rk ho spital; so mebo dy cer­ 
tainly did kno w the dang ers o f the co nditio n that caused heav y 
lo ss o f life in a fire in Kansas City , Ka*., last week. 
Must human­ 
ity alway s learn o nly thro ug h slo w and painful ex perience? 
Can­

The Desert Paving 
San Diego Union. 
We all have a right to be pretty well pleased over 
yesterday ’s announcement that the state highway 
commission will pave the 10-mile section on the 
Yuma-San Diego highway, just west of Holtville, to 
a full 15-foot width. 
This is an important step in 
giving San Diego the first paved highway from the 
east into southern California, 
nut one more step 
remains to be taken, and that may be done within 
a year. 
A contract had already been let, you will remem­ 
ber, to pave this stretch of road to a width of nine 
feet, with turnouts. 
Such a specification, however, 
could only have been a temporary one. 
The news 
yesterday meant that the highway commission, after 
a personal inspection, considered this piece of high­ 
way important enough to be put in permanent shape 
at once. 
The next step to be taken is the paving of a six- 
mile section of the highway, from the old plank 
road to the edge of the government reservation this 
side of Yuma. 
Senator Ed Sample of San Diego 
and Assemblyman Davis of Imperial are at work 
upon that matter now. 
* 
It was explained in y esterday ’s news story that the 
improvement of this southern highway will do much 
to open a direct, all-year highway from the east to 
San Diego. 
That means a lot to San Diego, and 
another winter will see the volume of travel on 
this route possibly doubled. 
The Lincoln highway, 
the Omaha and Denver road, the Santa Fe trail, 
the Old Spanish trails and the Bankhead highway 
five big national motor highway s—all will send 
traffic into San Diego over this southern road. The 
southern route is an integral part of the Bankhead 
highway, in fact, and the last link in a great road 
that joins the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 


When Co ng ress nex t meets it is ex pected that the 
Bro wn plan fo r the reo rg anizatio n 
of g o v ernmental 
departments will be o ne o f the early matters pushed. 
Under the sug g ested arrang ement die State Depart­ 
ment wo uld acquire the bureau o f insular affairs 
which is no w under the War Department. The Treas­ 
ury Department wo uld be reliev ed o f all its present 
no n-fiscal functio ns such as public health serv ice, 
co ast g uard and architectural superv isio ns. 
It wo uld 
acquire the g eneral acco unting o ffice, and make the 
budg et bureau an independent establishment. 
The War and Nav y Departments wo uld be co m­ 
bined under a sing le Depaitment o f Defense, with 
under-secretaries fo r army , nav y and natio nal re­ 
so urces. 
The Department o f the« Interio r wo uld he 
g iv en two main functio ns: administratio n o f public 
do main and co nstructo n and maintenance o f public 
wo rks. 
The Po sto ffice Department wo uld heco me 
the Department o f Co &rmunicatio hs, with a bureau 
to ikx tend telepho ne and teleg raph co mmunicatio ns. 


Rail Extension Into Mexico 
Pasadena Star-News. 
Beginning of construction work on a hundred- 
mile connection between the present line of the 
Southern Pacific in Mexico and a direct line into 
the City of Mexico is an event of great importance. 
It augur# favorably for Southern California. 
At 
the ceremonies marking the inauguration of work on 
this extension, it was pronounced an “epochal event 
in the relations between this country and our 
Southern neighbors.” 
First-class railroad service between the United 
States and Mexico would facilitate the development 
of trade relations between the two countries. Intro­ 
duction of American methods and American equip­ 
ment in the operation of railroad lines in Mexico 
would mean a betterment of transportation facilities. 
Railroad relations between the two -countries, if 
close and friendly, would promote cordial relations 
between the two peoples.

a “homed toad” is Tatay atzin which 
means “weeping blood.” Professor 
Terron says that he has given a 
good deal of attention to the dis­ 
charge of blood from the ey e in 
case 
of 
the 
two 
species 
of 
“homed toads” common near the 
City of Mexico. 
He has measured 
this distance to which the blood 
is thrown (often three or four feet) 
and he has also tried to determine 
the condition under which the dis­ 
charge occurs. 
His conclusion is that It ty pical­ 
ly occurs lf the animal is angered 
or irritated on very hot days. Most 
of those which he tried on such 
day s shot blopd but very few did 
so at other times. 
Although many persons in the 
United States have written about 
this peculiarity 
of 
the 
"horned 
toad" In our country , none have 
observed it nearly so often as is 
mentioned by Professor Terron. 
Indeed, one of the foremost au-j 
thorities on reptiles, Dr. Dltmars, 
say s In his Reptile Book that he 
had 
examined 
several 
hundred j 
specimens before he saw one (ai 
Mexican species) shoot blood. This, I 
however, was an excellent and con­ 
vincing 
performer. 
Tfte 
tiny j 
stream of blood (about the Bize of; 
a hair) from the com er of the eye 
hit a wall about four feet away 
and 103 tiny droplets were then 
seen on the wall and floor. 
In the ninth volume of the Uni­ 
versity of California Publications 
in Zoology, Dr. Harold C. Bry ant 
j 
has given the most extended dis * 
cussion of this habit of “homed 
toads” which I have seen. He, how­ 
ever, mentions 
distances of only 
eight to fifteen inches in the Cali­ 
fornia forms. He found few which 
performed the act 
and 
amongst 
those were two which were fresh­ 
ly 
awakened 
from 
their 
night 
stupor. 
Quite probably those occurring 
In the United States perform some­ 
what differently and 
less readily 
from those found In Mexico. 
Apparently all observers agree 
that it is the irritation of captur­ 
ing or handling that ^causes 
the 
shooting of blood, but they do not 
agree on explanations as to why, 
except that it is due to increase of 
blood pressure In the head. 
All descriptions of the process 
are essentially similar. 
Dr. Bry­ 
ant’s account is ty pical. 
He says 
that the first sign that the action 
is about to occur is a swelling of 
the ey elids to two or three times 
their natural size. 
While swelling 
the ey es remain closed and the 
animal is quiet. Then a fine jet of 
blood shoots from beneath the up­ 
per eyelid, usually spreading into 
a fine spray. 
Dr. Bry ant’s speci­ 
mens would only shoot once at any 
occasion but he mentions another 
writer who found a specimen which 
repeated the act several times. 
In an effort to learn whether 
there was a mechanism in the eye 
for throwing blood Dr. Bry ant cut 
microscopic sections of specimens 
and also examined carefully by dis­ 
secting but he could find nothing 
except that the lid 
was rather 
spongy in structure and capable of 
holding a good deal of blood, 
y 
The best opinion seems to be 
that when the animal gets much ex­ 
cited the increase of blood pres­ 
sure causes a small blood vessel to 
break in the thin coating of the in- 


The few droplets of blood which 
sometimes remain on the lids after 
the rupture gave the Indians the 
idea of tears of blood and led them 
to call the animal Tatay atzin.

The Trade Record of The Na­ 
tional City Bank of Neiy York es­ 
timates that the spring inflow from 
the few countries which have not 
already filled their quota will bring 
the arrivals of the fiscal y ear up to 
nearly or quite the total of 358 ,000 
permitted under the law of May 19, 
1921, which limited 
the 
number 
which may be admitted to 3 per 
cent of the respective nationalities 
resident in the United States in 
1910. 
The principal countries 
which 
have not completely 
filled 
their 
quota in the first 7 months of the 
fiscal y ear 1923 
were 
Germany, 
Great 
Britain, 
Russia, 
Sweden, 
France and Austria. 
As all these 
countries except Germany has sent 
more than 7-12 of the possible to­ 
tal, it is likely 
that 
the 
usual 
spring movement will completely 
fill their respective quotas exempt 
in the case of Germany, 
from 
which the arrivals in the 7 months 
ending with January were 21,500 
out of a possible total of 67,600.
